change was made late this afternoon. 
Naturally it has given rise to all sorts 
of speculation concerning the motives 
which peaompted the resignation, whether 
this change will be followed by others 
and what will be its political effect. It 
has been known that Mr. Smith has de- 
sired to resign his portfolio and return 
to his editorial work. but it was ex- 
pected that the cabinet would hold to- 
gether for some time at least. 

Only today an administration senator 
to the memory of McKinley as welk and 
for the good of the party, there would 
be no cabinet changes for a long time. 
The later announcement came as a com- 
plete surprise to him, as it did to every- 
body, save a very few close to the pres:- 
dent. 

Did Quay Force Smith Out?

The southern republicans seem consid- 
erably disturbed at Payne's getting into 
the cabinet. as he has been most active 
in the movement for the reduction of 
southern representation in republican 
national conventions, and they consider 
this an evidence of general unfriendli- 
ness on his part toward them. Payne is 
known here only as a man of wealth, 
who has been active in republican party 
management. He is vice chairman of 
the nafJonal committee. 

Mr. Payne will be nominated imme- 
diately after the holiday recess. Mr. 
Smith has agreed to remain until Jan- 
uary 15, if necessary, but will return im- 
mediately thereafter to Philadelphia to 
resume the editorship of The Philadel- 
phia Press. This change in the cabinet 
Was announced at today’s session of the 
cabinet. All of the members of the 
cabinet expressed their profound regret 
and the president paid a very impressive 
tribute. to the services and personality of 
the retiring member of his official fam- 
ily. 

Mr. Smith first announced to the presi- 
dent the latter part of last month that 
he had decided to return to his editorial] 
work. At that time the president urged 
him to remain. 

Smith’s Letter of Resignation. 


On Saturday afternoon last Mr. Smith 
tendered to the) president the following 
letter of resignation: 

“Washington, December 14, 1901.—My 
Dear Mr. President: Following my ver- 
bal communication of some time ago, I 
beg to tender my resignation of the office 
of postmaster general, to take éffect at 
your convenience on the appointment and 
qualification of my successor. 

“This step is taken in fulfillment of a 
plan long since formed, for purely per- 
sonal] reasons, the execution of which 
has been delayed until it could be car- 
ried out without embarrassing your de- 
clared policy. and until department meas- 


ures in which I am deeply interested 
could be satisfactorily advanoed and as- 
sured

“In laying dowr the trust committed 
to my hands J want to thank you most 
sincerely for the confidence you have 
reposed in me, and for the great pleasure 
I have found in an association which 
has deepened my esteem for you person- 
ally and my admiration for the spirit and 
aims of your administration.

Burglar a Porch-Climber. 

About 3 o’clock this morning her broth- 
er was awakened by shots in the 
house, and hastening to his sister’s room, 
found her lying dead on the floor with a 
bullet wound in the head. The burglar 
was a porch climber. He scaled the porch 
posts and entered the window of Miss 
Murphy's room by breaking the glass. It 
is supposed that the noise of the crashing 
glass awakened her and as she jumped 
from the bed with her revolvér in her 
hand the man fired. Marks in the snow on 
the porch roof indicate that only one 
man entered the room. Miss Murphy 
usually kept the collections for the 
Kingsley house fund in her room until 
they reached a sum large enough to be 
piaced in the bank, and it is thought the 
burglar was after the money. 

When the police raised Miss Murphy 
they found the revolver within a few 
inches of her right hand under the folds 
of her night The room in which 
the shooting. took place was pitch dark 
and the police think that the burglar 
gauged the vital spot of the shooter by 
the flash from the revolver she fired. It 
was a shot that only an expert could 
make and they are confident that it could 
not have been a chance shot. A careful 
investigation was made of the room this 
morning and not a thing of value was 
missing. 

The police are inclined to think the 


burglar was a negro, and at noon claimed 
to have a good clew. 

Two Bullets Gone from Pistol. 

Developments tonight in the case deep- 
en the air of mystery shrouding it. At 
the preliminary coroner's inquest it was 
shown that two bullets were missing 
from Miss Murphy's revolver. One was 
accounted for by tfacing ‘t to the win- 
dow ledge, where it lodged. No trace of 
the other has been found. Miss Mur- 
phy’s physician stated that his pettent 
had not slept for fifteen nights. The 
physician who examined the body for 
the coroner said the hair around the 
wound in the head was scorched, show- 
ing that the shot was fired at close 
range. Bloody tracks on the snow ont- 
side of the house, supposed to have been 
made by the murderer, are shown to 
have been made by officers who arrived 
early on the scene and after being in 
the room tracked blood to the outside 
dur'ng their investigation of the case. 

While many are inclined to believe it a 
case of suicide while temporarily de- 
ranged through insomnia, the police au- 
thorities will make no statement and the 
friends of the family are positive that 
this theory is wrong.

Alabama Senator Is Determined To

Washington, December 17.—While the 
senate was in executive session today 
Senator Morgan made an effort to have 
the senate make his bill, authorizing the 
acquisition of a right of way for the pro- 
posed isthmian canal across Costa Rica 
and Nicaragua, the special order for 2 
o'clock tomorrow, but the senate declined 
to make the order. Some senators eX- 
pressed the opinion that all general legis- 
lation should be postponed until after the 
holidays, owing to the absence of a num- 
ber of senators, but it was suggested 
that Mr. Morgan might, if he so desird, 
move to take up the bill tomorrow.

Senator Morgan outlined the present 
attitude of Nicaragua and Costa Rica, 
saying that those two governments had 
last year entered into agreements with 
the United States to sign treaties grant- 
ing rights of way whenever the United 
States should be prepared to construct 
the canal, but that the government of 
the United States did not feel that fur- 
ther negotiations eould be consummated 
until congress shouli take steps looking 
to the construction of the canal. On this 
account he considered it important to 
secure action on the right of way bill 
before the adjournment for the holi- 
days.

BATTLE JOINED 


ON PHILIPPINES 


House Republicans and Dem- 
ocrats in Hot Contest 
Over Tariff Bill. 


DEMOCRATS DENOUNCE 
MEASURE AS OUTRAGE 


They Claim That the Bill Was 
Prepared by Aliens for Al- 
and Will Work a 
Great Injustice to the 
Filipinos.

December 17.—The bill to 
provide temporary revenues for the 
Philippine islands was debated in the 
house today, and under the agrement 
made lest Friday will be voted upon to- 
morrow at 4 o'clock. it was the first 
debate of the session, and was conducted 
calmly and withovt display of temper. 
Several lively exchanges and an impas- 
sioned speech by Mr. De Armond, of 
Missouri, who has just returned from a 
trip to the Philippines, in opposition to 
the retention of the islands, were 
features. 

Mr. Payne, the floor leader of the 
majority, opened the débate on his side. 
Owing to the indisposition of Mr. Rick- 
ardson, the duty of opening for the

minority devolved upon Mr. Swanson, of 
Virginia. Tomorrow Mr. McCall, a re- 
publican member of the ways and means 
committee from Massachusetts, will op- 
pose the bill in a epeech, time for the de- 
livery of which he has secured from the 
cemocratic side. 

Payne Defends the Measure. 

Mr. Payne reviewed at some .ength the 
events leading up to the formulation of 
the tariff by the Philippine commission 
which succeeded the old Spanish tariff. 
He contrasted the cld Spanish rates with 
those fixed by the commission. ©n flour, 
fcr instance, he said, the rate had been 
reduced from $1.88 to 50c; on rice, from 5% 
tc 4", and «n hams ani smoked meais, 
from $9.13 to $3. Proportionate reductions 
had been made on other articles. 

Mr. Payne explained that the commis- 
sion had also deemed it wise to continue 
a portion of the old Spanish export tax 
on hemp, sugar end tobecco twing to the 
difficulty of levying and collecting a 
land tax. Personally, he said, he did not 
like the ide. of an export tax, but there 
seemed no other way at present. There 
was necessity for imm-diate action to 
meet the situation created hy the d:2- 
cision of the supreme court. 

Mr. Payne sketched the work of the 
Philippine commission in establishing 
civil government to show the imperative 
necessity fcr the continuance of revenue 
for the islands. He aroused enthusiasm 
a3 he described the great work of civil- 
ization which was going on aiong the line 
of educution. 

“Our friecds- on the other side,”” said 
he, “howl about our imperialistic gov- 
ernment of.the natives. We are trying to 
lift them up to the standard of American 
citizenship,”’ 

Gaines Gets. in the.Game. 

. Are you trying to fit them for citizen- 
ship in the United States or citizensh' p 
in the Philippine islands?” asked Mr. 
Gaines, of lennessee. 

“We will cross that bridge when we 
come to it,” replied Mr. Payne. ‘But if 
you on the other side will cooperate with 
us we will fit them for citizenship in the 
Philippine islangs, the United States or 
any other country.’’ (Republican ap 
plause.) 

“We will cooperate with you,”” replied 
Mr. Gaines, ‘‘when you carry the consti- 
tution and the flag to the Philippines.”’ 

“‘T am surprised,’’ observed Mr. Payne, 
“‘to hear the gentleman from Tennessee 
make that statement. He has just re- 
turned from the islands. Is ‘it possible 
he did not carry the conStitution with 
him?’ (Laughter.) 

“I ascertained trat you had covertly 
sent copies of the constitution to the 
islands,’’ replied Mr. Gaines, “and I pro- 
pose to shcw you up.’ 

“Oh, I suppose the gentleman who 
made a visit to the islands,” said Mr. 
Payne, ‘‘will be able to give us more 
information than all the officers, mem- 
bers of the Taft commission and all the 
Americans who have lived there for two 
and a half years.’’ 

Proceeding, Mr. Payne said the other 
Side offered no substitute for this bill. 
The opposition critic'sed the bill be- 
cause it establishes the Dingley rates 
against goods from the Philippines and 
the Dingley bill, they said, was the 
“mother of trusts.’’ If protection was 
the mother of trusts in the United States 
he wan‘@d to-know what was the mother 
of trusts in free trade England. 

Wheeler Takes Crack at Knox. ’ 

Mr. Wheeler, of Kentucky, interrupted 
to inquire whether the assurance which 
aggregate capital had in this country 
that the attorney general would not do 
his duty was not responsible for the great 
trusts now in existence in the United 
States. . 

“I will allow the gentleman to answer 
his own question,”” replied Mr. Payne. 
“It is beyond me. Of course, he does 
not be ¥:ve that any more than I do.” 

Mr. SWanson, of Virginia, followed Mr. 
Payne. In opening he said that none 
of the benefits for the Filipinos of which 
Mr. Payne had been telling could accrue 
through the agency of the pending bill. 
His voice was the voice of Jacob, but his 
hand was the hand of Esau. 

He reviewed the recent decisions of the 
supreme court in reference to the Phi)- 
ippines, deploring the fact that the court 
had reversed its previous decisions and 
had seen proper to confer upon congress 
absolute power to govern territories. He 
deprecatéd as pernicious the principle of 
the bill. which fixed the tariff duties on 
goods going from the United States into 
the Philippines. He said this really gave 
to this country the power to fix both 
the price at which the Philippines should 
sell their goods to us and also purchase 
ours; that this was a power which no 
just nation. wanted to exercise and 
which could not be exercised without 
abuse and oppression. He insisted that 
it was precisely the same power that the 
British parliament sought to exercise 
over the American colonies, against 
which they rebelled. He said that Phil- 
ippine sugar to enter our markets must 
pay a duty of $36 per ton. while ours 
could be sold in their markets upon the 
payment of $17 per ton; that their hemp 
must pay a duty of $20, while ours could 
enter the Philippines at $11 per ton: that 
our coal could enter at 25 cents per ton. 
while theirs, when solid here, must pay 67 
cents per ton; that our tobacco enters 
their markets on a payment of 88 cents 
per pound, while theirs must pay here 
$1.85 per pound. 

Spanish, Not American Policy. 

He said a fit place for such a bill was 
in the cortes of Spain and not in the 
congress of the United States. He p»int- 
ed out that the president and the secre- 
tary of war favored making xenerous 
concessions in tariff duties on importa- 
tions of sugar and tobacco from Cuba. 
yet this bill failed to make any conces- 


sions on the same importationg from the | : 
that 


Philippines. He argued and insisted 
the inhabitants of the tip —catency. yma 
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pointed out that the present reciprocity 
treaties pending in the senate perinitted 
a rebate from the Dingley rates of from 
12% to 20 per cent on sugars imported 
from Argentina and British possessions, 
yet this bill gives no rebate or reduction 
on sugars imported from the Philippines, 
and he argued the injustice of this. He 
said that if the policy of the republican 
party was to prevail, it was better, in 
order to get trade concessions from the 
United States, to be a subject of Great 
Britain than to be an inhabitant of the 
Philippine islands. which we hold as a 
part of this country. 

He argued that to hold the Philippines 
by force weakened instead of strength- 
ened our military standing in the east. 
He said that if the money now wasted 
in the Philippine islands were used for 
building and maintaining a navy. it 
would give us the largest navy in the 
world and establish our naval supremacy. 
He claimed this would give us greater 
prestige, make us the first power in the 
world and enable. us to defend our com- 
merce and interests under all circum- 
stances. 

He said that a preper solution of the 
Philippine question would be a declara- 
tion by congress that the imhabitants of 
the islands should be given independence 
as soon as a safe and stable governmegt 
could be maintained. 

Republican Thayer Fights Bill. 

Mr. Thayer, of Massachusetts, followed 
Mr. Swanson with a fifteen-minute speech 
in explanation of the reasons which in- 
duced him to oppose the passage of the 
bill. He said that we had overpowered 
the Filipinos, but thad not conquered 
trem; thit the same spirit of liberty 
which led them to rebel against the tyr- 
anny of Spain still animated them. 

Mr. Grosvenor, of Ohio, followed Mr 
Thayer. Mr. Grosvenor reverted to the 
fact that the republican administration 
had tried to avoid the war with Spain. 

“At that time,’ said he, “the same 
thoughtless cry of liberty rang through 
this kall. I believe if it had not been 
for the explosion of the Maine there 
would not have been any war, but that 
all the results which have followed would 
have worked out except the acquisition 
of the Philippines. i wish the opposition 
would stand with us as loyally in bear- 
ing the burdens of that war as they 
were in driving us into it.” (Applause.) 

Speaking of the Taft commission, he 
was siying that one of the memoers of 
that commission was 2 distinguished Ten- 
nessee democrat, when Mr. Pierce, of 
Tennessee, interrupted to say that in the 
campaign of 1990 Luke E. Wright, to 
whom Mr. Grosvenor had referred, had 
voted the straight republican ticket. 

“That comes,” observed Mr. Grosvenor, 
amid applause, “from associating with 


great men in great enterprises. I will

Mr. Shafroth, of Colcrado, who has re- 
cently returned from the Philippines, vig- 
crously opposed the bill. He said that 
there were very many popular misappre- 
hensions about the Filipino people. There 
was a highly educated clases among them 
perfectly capable of ccnducting a govern- 
iment and of governing themselves. A 
government by strargers must fail i 
many respects. 

De Afmond Denounces Measure. 

Mr. DeArmond, of Missouri, who ais? 
has recently returned from the Phillp- 
pines was the next speaker, and aroused 
much enthusiasm on the democratic side 
by a denunciation o the pending meas- 
ure and the entire Philippine policy of 
the administration. He said that the bill 
proposed legislating after the manner of 
the empire. It disregarded the rignts 
of the Filipinos as well as the Americat 
representative. It was legislation by the 
war department, legislation by alien for 
the islands or of keeping.them. (Demo 
cratic Applause.) “We acquired them ia 
felly,” said he; “let us dispose of them 
in wisdom. Almost every man in the 
islands longs for inaependence and lib- 
erty. How long will it be before another 


insurrection breaks out? Any dispesition’ 


of them jis better thin their retention. 

Mr. Patterson, of Tennessee, denhoun 
the bill as tending toward imperialism 
and against the interests of the whole 
ccuntry. The democrats, he said, had 
always favored the ecquisition of tf 
r‘tery, which could be carved into states 
with American citizenship. but op 
any colonial system. 

Mr. Roberts; of Louisiana, a member 
of the ways and means committee, said 
he would vote*for the bill. The failure 
of this bill, he said, would, in effect, meae 
free trade with the islands, and he om 
opp sed to bringing sugar and rice pai 
ers of Louisiana into free competitioa 
with the sugar and rice producers of the 
Philippines. This bill would be a notice 
to the Filipino people that they coul 
never hope for equa: rights with, te 
alien. He denied the necessity of taking 
American citizen and must prepare f 
independence. He said he believed that 
free trade with the’ Philippines and rec 
procity with Cuba, which was now threat- 
ered, would annihilate the sugar intet 
eets of his state. :

BOTH COUNTRIES READY 
TO ENGAGE IN CONFLICT 


At Present They Are in the State 
Which Immediately Precedes 
War—Argentina Transports 
Are Being Rapidly 
Armed for War. 


Buenos Ayres, December 17, via Galves- 
ton, Tex.—The status of the Argentina- 
Chilean question has not changed. Senor 
Portela, the Argentina minister at fSanti- 
ago de Chile, will today hand to. the 
Chilean government the reply of Argen- 
tina to Chile’s last test necessary. Offi- 
cial circles hold to the belief that a sat- 
isfactory solution of the questions in dis- 
pute will not be long in presenting itself. 
The local news agency says it consid- 
crs the negotiations already have passed 
their most delicate state. It has been 
shown thet the cause for war does not 
exist, though there may in some quar- 
ters exist a desire to proveke war. 

Both countries, however, are actively 
preparing for an armed struggle. They 
are at the present moment in the state 
which immediately precedes war and 
which is having a disastrous effect on the 
national finances. 

A decree just issued invites officers of 
the national guard io join the army re- 
serves which have been mobilized. 

The work of arming the Argentina 
tre nsports for war service have begurti. 

Dispatches received here from Santiago 
say a prominent official there has de- 
clared to his friends that basis for a pa- 
cific and honorable arrangement between 
Chile and Argentina will be arrived at 
shortly, leaving the details to be settled 
leter. 

According to The Tiempo no arrange- 
ment of the existing difficulties is possi- 
tle if Chile refuses to aecept the modifi- 
cotions suggested by Argentina to the 
two impertant paragraphs in the original 
Chilean note. 

The railroads of the country have 
placed 95,000 tons of coal at the disposal 
of the government. They have als of- 
fcred to previde transportation facilities 
for 40,000 men. 

The Diaric publishes a telegram from 
London to the effect that the British gov- 
ernment has addressed a tmMegraphic com- 
munication to the Chilean and the Ar- 
gentina governments offering its good of- 
fices to bring about a settlement of all 
existing difficulties between the two coun- 
tries. The British gcvernment adds that 
it takes this step at the instame of Chile. 

Telegrams received here from Santiago 
de Chile affirm that a great majority of 
the members of the Chilean congress are 
in favor of a prompt and peaceful set- 
tiement. 
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TO ABOLISH SUGAR BOUNTIES. 


That Is the Sentiment of the Con- 
ference at Brussels. 

Prussels, December 17.—The interna- 
tional sugar conférence, which opened 
here yesterday, resumed its sessions to- 
day. The indications are that the dele- 
yates, Who represent all the countries of 
Europe except Russia, favor the total 
abolition of sugar bounties in the coun- 
tries represented. 

The main point of todav’s debate was 
the imposition of countervailing duties, 
especially the effect which the imposition 
of such Cuties by the United States might 
have in during the export of bounty-fed 
sugar to fresh markets and thus generally 
upsetting the present export systems of 
the bounty-paying countries. 

The German kartel syste:n was also dis- 
cussed. A proposition ts pending to allow 
the abcve sugar countries not possessing 
such a price-sustaining organization to 
pay a bounty of 2 francs per hundred 
kiles, to offset the effect of the karte! 
system. At the same time the conference 
is doubtful of the efficiency of any action 
which it may take in view of the fact that 
the United States and Russia are not 
bound by the dictum of the conference. 
The result may be to call a fresh confer- 
ence to include the counties which are 
not at present represented. 


HARD MONEY LEAVES MANILA 


United States Commission To Inter- 
fere with Its Exportation. 
Manila, December 17.—The § United 
States commissiom has fimally decided to 
again interfere with the importation or 
exportation of gold or silver, unless ab- 
sclutely necessary, but beginning with 
the year 1902 the commission will alter 
the two to one rate, in accordance with 
the «xisting ratio, in the hope of prevent- 
ing the further export of gold and Amer- 

ican bills. 

The reports from the provinces of the 
eartl quake of Sunday last show thut 
they suffered more se" erely than Manila. 
At Batangas a soldier was killed by fall- 
ing masonry. Ships felt the shock: sev- 
eral miles at cea. 

Seven hundred bolomen have surren- 
cered in the ‘sland of Samar, owing to 
the lack of food. 

The son of the governor of the island 
of Negros has been killed in an engage- 
ment with ladrones. 

Four cases of the plague have occurred 
here, the first time since October. 


RUSSIAN PEASANTS REVOLT. 


They Burned a Castle and Danced 
in Glee. 

London, December 17.—A _ special dis- 
patch from St. Petersburg says a remark- 
able revolt, alieged to be due to harsh 
treatment of the peasantry, has taken 
place on fhe estate of Count Palen, near 
Mitau, 25 miles from Riga. The peas- 
autry rose in a body, besieged the castle, 
set fire to it and danced around the blaz- 
ing building. The police were powerless 
against the mob and troops were sum- 
rnaoned. The latter, however, were too 
iate to be of any s«rvice. Everything 
was destroyed, including the valuable 
gellery of paintings. Count Palen is a 
member of tha council of the empire. 


Christmas Gift for Employees. 
New York, December 17.—James C. Far- 
o, president of the American Express 
ompany, announced today that each of 

the 10,000 emplcvees of the corporation 
in the United States would receive a 
Chr’'stmas gift of $10. Last year the com- 
pany gave each of its employees $5.

WAS WOUNDED 


London, December 17.—A dispatch from 
Lord Kitchener, dated Belfast, about half 
way betwee1 Pretoria and the frontier of 
Portug Jese East Africa; received 
here, today, announces that Com- 
mandant Kritzinge*, the famous Boer 
commander, who has figured so proml- 
nently in connection with the invasion of 
Cape Colony. has been captured, badly 
wounded by General French. Kritzinger 
was trying to break the block house 
cordon at Hanover road. 

The capture of Commandant Kritzinger, 
who has been styled “the DeWet of Cape 
Colony,’ is regarded as very important. 
He has been a troublesome and ener- 
getic invacer of Cape Colony and is 
credited with more barbarities than any 
other commandant except Scheipers. In a 
recent proclamation he called himself the 
chief commandant of Cape Colony. 

During the last few days most persistent 
reports, emanating both from South Af- 
rica and from Boer headquarters in Eu- 
rope, of an approach'ng crisis in South 
African affairs have been current. It is 
alleged that Mr. Kruger will abandon 
his demand for independence and that 
the Boer leaders in the field are inclined 
to cease fighting and seek the best terms 
obtainable. 

In a speech vesterday at Cape Town, 
Sir J. Gordon Spriggs, the premier of Cape 
Colony, declared that the outlook had 
never been brighter than at the present 
time.

DISASTROUS FIRE AVERTED. 


Firemen Answer Two Calls in Heavy 
Fall of Snow—Work of Joy- 
ner’s Lads. 


What might have been a disastrous con- 
flagration was only a small fire with very 
Slight damage yesterday afternoon owing 
to the quick work of the fire department. 

Fire was discovered in the floor between 
the first and second stories of the build- 
ing at the corner of. Whitehall and Hun- 
ter streets, occupied by the Keely com. 
pany, yesterday afternoon at 3:55 o'clock. 

The store was crowded at the time the 
alarm was sounded, and as a large num- 
ber of people, mostly ladies, were upon 
the streets, considerable excitement was 
caused.

I witll not join in the hue and cry 
against combinations of capital. I do ob- 
ject to the trusts interfering with the po- 
litical features of the country. especially 
with the judiciary. I believe the best in- 
terests of capital and labor will be served 
when they meet and bairly adjust their 
differences,”’ 

Mr. Gompers expressed objection to the 
plan of holding labor unions responsible 
for damages in actions arising from their 
relationship with their employers.

Jury Allows $3,600 for Injuries 
She Received. 


WHISTLE BLAST SCARED HORSE 


She Was Thrown from Buggy and 
Painfully Injured Near South- 
ern Depot in Culloden. 


Macon, Ga., December 17.—(Spectial.)— 
The jury in the United States court in 
the case of Miss Mary Wooten against 
the Southern railway for damages for 
$25,000 for injuries received by a fall from 
a buggy at Culleden, Ga., in 1897, today 
returned a verdict for $3,500. 

This is one of the mcst peculiar cases 
that has been before the courts of. this 
city in several years. The plaintiff al- 
leged that she was driving near the 
Southern depot at Culloden at the time 
above stated. Her horse became fright- 
ened, she further claimed, by a blast of 
the whistle on a freight engine, and ran 
awey, throwing her from the buggy and 
injuring her to the ext@ént that she is 
now unable to earn a living for her 
father pnd mother, who are dependent 
on her for support, and whom she sup- 
rcrted up to the time of the accident. The 
petition set out that the blowing of the 
whistle was useloss and negligent on ths 
part of the Southern railway. 

At the beginning of the trial of the 
ease the atittorneys fcr the Southern rail- 
way asked that the matter be non-suilted, 
but Judge Emory Speer, before whom 
the trial was had, held that the case 
could not be non-suited.

Object Is To Enforce Law Not Al- 
lowing Saloons in Four Miles 
of Schools. 


Chattanooga, Tenn., December 17—(Spc-

Spent in United States 
Annually. 


WONDERFUL PROGRESS IN 
ae MISSISSIPPI SCHOOL 


Toe Enrollment of Students at This 
Institution Shows a Marked 
Increase at This Time Over 
That of Several 
Years Ago. 


Jackson, Miss., December 17.—(Special.) 
According to statistics compiled by Pro- 
fessor J. R. Dobyns, superintendent of 
the Mississippi institution for the deaf 
and dumb, the United States now spends 
nezaly $2,000,000 annually in tha educa- 
ticn of the deaf and dumb. The fifty-sev- 
en schools engaged m this class of edu- 
cation own property valued at $11,335,087. 
During the past year they have enrolled 
10.984 pupils and kept 1,150 instructors em- 
ployed. 

In his biennial repcrt to the lezistature 
Proféssor Dobyns talks interestingly of 
ihe wonderful progress that has been 
made in the method of instructing the 
deaf and dumb, and by which the chil- 
drer learn almost as rapidly as children 
gifted with ‘the five serses. Especially 
marked has been the progress in equip- 
ping deef and dumb children with in- 
dustrial education. Almost every trade 
is open .to them, while every state and 
territory in the union is making regular 
appropriations for their training. 

The Mississippi Institution. 

The enrollment at the Mississippi in- 
stitution for the deaf and dumb has in- 
creased from 97 at the session of 1897-98 to 
137 in 1900-01, and the school is now filled 
fer the 1901-02 session to its utmost Ca- 
pecity, it being impossible to accommo- 
date another pupil. According to the 
bulletin issued by the census department, 
there are 462 deaf persons under the age 
cf thirty years in Mississippi. A larger 
portion of the census list does not em- 
brace the names of the pupils who hav» 
been enrolled at the staitte institution. 

Professor Dobyns states that it will be 
necessary to have an increased appropria- 
ticn for support at the coming session 
of the legislature, and an increase in the 
teeching force should also be made. The 
appropriation estimate for 1902 made by 
the superintendent is for $34,383 43. He 
states that unless the ‘legislature de- 
cides to buy ground and erect more mod- 
ern buildings in some other part of the 
city it will.be necessary to spend $26,750 
for repairs, $20,000 of the sum being for 
additional .dormitory facilities. 


Coke Worker Freezes to Death. 

Birmingham, Ala., December 17.—WII- 
liam Martin, a colored worker at the 
coke ovens of the Tennesse Coal, iron 
and Railroad Company at Blocton, was 
trozen to death last night within 50 feet 
of the ovens. It is said the negro had 
imbibed freely of liquor and, his watch 
being over, started toward home. On the 
way he fell into an cpen ditch and there 
breathed his last. This morning his body 
was tound stiff in death. He leaves 4 
widow and children.

_Chattanooga, Tenn., December 17.—Spe- 
cial.)\—The Rev. Dr. J. M. Taber, pastor 
of the First Methodist church here, has 
been invited to the pastorate of Trinity 
church, Worcester, Mass., one of the 
strongest churches in New England.

One of the distinctive features of 
the St. Louis World’s fair in 1903 will 
be the Irish National Museum, which 
is designated by its projectors to illus- 
trate the achievements of the Irish 
race in connection with the growth of 
the western hemisphere. 

For the purpose of putting this plan 
into effect a corporate organization 
has already been chartered under the 
laws of Missouri, with a capital stock 
of $600,000, to be divided into 600,000 
shares of $1 each, and every loya! 
Irishman throughout the country will 
be invited to become a stockholder in 
this mammoth enterprise. 

Heretofore the Irish people have had 
no representation at our great indus- 
trial expositions, except in the Irish 
villages on the midways, but at the 
approaching world’s fair in St. Louis 
they intend to make magnificent 
amends by putting up one of the most 
palatial buildings on the grounds, and 
under the roof of this splendid struct- 
ure they plan to house an exhibit 
which will be in keeping with the part 
| which the Irish race has played

building up the fabric of American 
civilization. 

On account of the unjust discrimi- 
nation from which the Irish people 
have suffered for centuries on the oth- 
er side of the water, the genius of tho 
race has never been able to assert it- 
self along industrial and commercial 
lines, and on account of this unhappy 
condition of things the Emerald Isle 
has oftefi presented the picture of des- 
titution; but here in America, where 
no such fetters have been put upon 
the spirit of the race, and where an 
equal opportunity in the struggle of 
life is given to all, the sturdy charac- 
ter of the Irishman has made itself 
felt in every phase of our national life. 
and from the days of Patrick Henry 
down to the present time there has 
never been an epoch in our history 
which has not borrowed lustre from 
the patriotism and the genius of the 
sons of Erin. Let it also be said, to 
the credit of the Irishman, that while 
his solid worth has contributed in 
large measure to the building up of 
our secure national fabric, his genial 
temperament has added vastly to the 
happiness of living in this sunny land 
of the free. Without the presence of 
Pat we would be bereft of one of our 
dearest sources of comfort and life 
would soon grow lonesome. But we 
are in no danger of losing him. 

In addition to an exhibit of what 
Irishmen have wrought under the be- 
nign influence of our free institutions, 
the Irish National Museum will also 
contain Irish antiquities in literature 
and art showing the influence which 
the Emerald Isle has exercised upon 
the world’s thought and civilization: 
and in this respect it will prove spe- 
cially wofthy of consideration. Per- 
haps many of our readers will be sur- 
prised to know that when the Goths 
and the vandals were overrunning 
Europe and blotting out before them 
every vestige of classic civilization 
and culture it was Irish scholars who 
kept the lamp of learning aglow in the 
far-off ‘monasteries of the north, and 
who piously fed the altar flames at 
which the torch of mod¢rn progress 
was lit in after years. We have only 
to read the history of Ireland to real- 
ize that we have given it entirely too 
little thought. 

If the St. Louis world’s fair is char- 
acterized by no other feature of inter- 
est it will be sufficiently distinenished 
and long remembered for the Irish Na- 
tional Museum.

‘Hie had beside him a trusty inter- 
preter, who, as the Rev. Mr. Gallaudet 
unrolled his eloquence, translated it on 
fingers and thumbs to the great audi- 
ence in waiting. Sentence after sentence 
thus was made clear to a church full of 
supposed deaf mutes. 

“The clergyman was profound and elo- 
quent.

pines, to realize the variety and charac- 
ter of the peoples who inhabit them, as 
well as of the country itself, one must 
get away from Manila. There is a great 
deal] to see and to interest at the metrop- 
elis on the Pasig, but Manila is not the 
Philippine islands any more than New 
York is Minnesota or Mississippi. To be 
sure the resident of Manila will tell you 
there is no sense in going outside of that 
city in order to understand the Filipinos 
and the country, but his convictions on

of the New Yorker, who firmly believes 
that everything worth while of the 
United States is on Manhattan island, 
with perhaps some slight excuse for the 
existence of Long island and the small 
piece of Jersey across the river from the 
city proper. The Manila American con- 
siders himself superior to everybody else 
who has to reside anywhere else in the 
archipelago because he lives in the 
largest city, and he imagines, by the 
Same system of reasoning, that his views 
of the Filipino and of the country as a 
whole cannot, with profit, be supplement- 
ed by travel or experiences. 

The men who have the strongest con- 
victions upon the various Philippine 
problems are those who have never been 
Outside of Manila. You find them about 
the hotels and the clubs, as a rule airing 
their views with great vigor. Most of 
them are enthusiastic expafisionists, most 
of them damn the Filipino; most of them 
know of untold riches in minerals and 
woods and in many other lines, and most 
of them know just where fortunes are tu 
be made—though they themselves give no 
evidence of having realized on any of 
the great expectations they are so fond 
of talking about..So far as quantity of 
information is concerned the investigator 
who stays in Manila can get plenty of it; 
but as for the quality—well, that’s an 
entirely different matter. 

New Brand of Genus Filipino. 
I have found it well worth while to get 


the country for myself. Both for pleas- 
ure and for profit, it hag been gpod to 
come down here to the capital of The 
Camarines. I have seen a new brand of 
the genus Filipino on his native heath. 
I have been brought in touch with some 
of the problems of reclaiming this coun- 
try from the conditions incident to sev- 
eral years of war. I have seen the be- 
ginnings of the new civil government in 
the interior, and last, but by no means 
least, F have found the Twenty-sixth 
.United States infantry. 

The ride up the Bical river to Nueva 
Caceres from San Miguel bay is one well 
worth taking. The river itself is a big, 
broad expanse of water not unlike the 
lower Chattahoochee, but with an infinite 
number of twists and turns that make 
navigation in anything save a native 
banco a most serious undertaking. 

The river drains a large and fertile val- 
ley. There are hills 
the distance on both sides, but the valley 
country is low and distinctly tr@pical. 
Cocoanut palms line the banks, the low 
growing nipa, with which the native huts 
are thatched and walled, grows in pro- 
fusion, birds of brilliant plumage lend 
glowing color to the scene as they fly 
fiom tree to tree. At intervals along the 
banks there are the nipa homes of the 
natives—sometimes a single house, some- 
times a little group aspiring to the dig- 
nity of a barrio. There was little fe 
about these on the day I passed up the 
river, for the great annual religious fes- 
tival of Pina Francis was on at Nueva 
Caceres and everybody who could do so 
had gone up to the big city. We passed 
a number of neighborhood or family par- 
ties in large bancos. The success of the 
Filipino in navigating this craft is one 
of the wonders of the land. I may have 
mentioned this before, but it will bear 
repetition. The banco is a narrow canoe 
hewn from a tree just as our own Indian 
dug outs were made. They vary in size, 
but all of them are narrow. Out in the 
bays they are usually equipped with out- 
riggers to steady them, the double out- 
rigger being the usual thing, but no out- 
rigger attachment goes with these vessels 
on the rivers. You will see a dozen or 
more persons sitting complacently in a 
long canoe not more than 12 inches wide, 
being propelled with astonishing rapidity 
by two or three oarsmen, each with a 
spoon-shaped oar whch he manipulates 
with both hands, dipping first on one 
side of the boat then on the other witb 
no apparent reason for the change. The 
boat is steady as a boat could be; but 
put three Americans in the place of the 
dozen or more natives and the thing 
would careen over without much delay. 

Larger Than Macon. 

The landing at Nueva Caceres was 
without particular incident, but the first 
glimpse of the town was far from in- 
viting. I went up with Captain George 
White, of the Ninth cavalry, on the quar- 
termaster’s boat, the Sacramento. We 
had corside-fable cargo to be unloaded 
and Captain Whije had left word with 
his assistants to have a force of men on 
hand to do the unloading. 

“Only six hombres to be had in the 
town’ was the report he received on his 
arrival. The lack of help was explained 
by the fact that it was a flesta day and 
the other hombres did not care to work. 
However, the captain. didn’t let a little 
thing like that trouble him. There were 
a lot of military prisoners in barracks 
and he soon had them at work.

The Filipino of the edu- 
cated classes wears the European oF 
American clothes, as he wore them whea 
the Spanish flag was the emblem or sov- 
ereignty, and he looks like the prosper 
ous Filipino of Manila. The women are 
attired like other women I have seen on 
the islands, the only marked difference 
being in the headdress. These Bical 
women draw their beautiful raven hair 
into some sort of a knot behind, and then 
drop over it a pina or silken veil or filmy 
handkerchief, which hangs in an artistic 
neglige most fascinating. In other -re- 
spects their dress is that of the Tagalog 
women, the only other difference 80 far 
as I could discern being that the waists 
are cut so as to fall slightly away from 
both brown -sheulders instead of from 


one. 
Saw Haughty Beauties. 
Haughty Spanish beauties—they are s0 
described in the romances, and 580 they 
appear—drove by in their pony carriages. 
For the most part they wore European 
dresses and French shoes. The women 
who walked were as a rule in bare feet, 
with sandals There were some who 
trudged along with apparent discomfort 
in shoes which in their case was the dis- 
tinguishing mark, so the officers told me, 
of their having ‘gentlemen friends’ 
among the soldiers.

ORDER WAS SIGNED AT 
STATE HOUSE YESTERDAY 


Supreme Court Must Determine 
Once for All the Legality of 
the Howell Resolution 
Regarding Use of Prop- 
erty Fund.

Judge John 8S. Candler yesterday morn- 
ing signed an order granting the writ of 
mandamus asked for by Governor Cand- 
| ler to compel State Treasurer Robert E. 
Park to transfer $325,880 of the public 
property fund to the fund for the pay- 
ment of interest on the bonded debt of 
the state. This transfer was provided 
for by the Howell resolution, which 
was passed by the !jegislature a few hours 
before the close of the session. 

Governor Candler notified Treasurer 
Park that the bill had become a law and 
requested that the amount be trans- 
ferred, which the treasurer declined to 
do. This declination resulted in the peti- 
tion for mandamus to compel the trans- 
fer. Treasurer Park desired to test the 
constitut-onality of the law before com- 
plying with its terms. 

The following is the order of Judge 


——+ 


Candler: 
“This cause being submitted upon 
pleadings and an agreed statement of 


facts, it is ordered by the court that the 
writ of mandamus be and the same is 


hereby made absolute. This December 
17, 1901. JOHN 8S. CANDLER, 
‘Judge Ss. C. S. Mtn. Circuit.’’ 


The case will be carried at once to the 
supreme court for final adjudication. A 
bill of exceptions to Judge Candler’s rul- 
ing is now being prepared and will prob- 
ably be filed with the clerk of the su- 
perior court this morning. It was ex- 
pected that the exceptions would be filed 
yesterday afternoon, but this was not 
done. It is thought that argument will 
be heard in the supreme court on the 
issues involved the latter part of the 
week, but it is not likely that a decision 
will be rendered until after the holi- 
days. 

Hearing at State House. 

The hearing of the petition was held 
yesterday morning in the office of Attor- 
ney General J. M. Terrell in the capitol. 
No argument was made, only a brief 
statement of the case being submitted, 
and the order was signed in a few min- 
utes after the hearing began. Attornev 
General Terrell represented the state and 
Treasurer Park was represented by ex- 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court Lo- 
gan E. Bleckley and Attorney Orville 
Park, of Macon. Treasurer Park pre- 
sented an answer to the petition for 
mandamus, stating his contention and his 
reasons for refusing to make the transfer 
contemplated in the Howell resolution. 


Attorney General Terrell argued that 
the legislature can pass any law it 
chooses, provided it does not conflict 


with the state constitution. He said that 
under the const'tution the public praperty 
fund can be used in paying the bonded 
debt of the state, and he argued that the 
interest was as much the principal as the 
debt itself. 

The treasurer held directly .to the op- 
posite view. He claims that the law is 
unconstitutional; that the interest on the 
bonded debt is not a part of the principal, 
and that, therefore, the public property 
fund cannot be devoted to paying it. It 
was agreed that there is an amount on 
hand sufficient to meet the requirements 
of the resolution. 

The decision of the supreme cc@rt will 
have an important bearing on the 
finances of the state. The sum of $325,880 
to pay the interest on the bonded debt 
has already been collected. by taxation 
and is now in the treasury. If the su- 
preme court decides that the public prop- 
erty fund can be used to pay the in- 
terest, then the interest fund now in 
the treasury can be used in meeting 
Other expenses of the state. If the con- 
tention of Treasurer Park is sustained, 
the state will be unable to meet many 
of the appropriations already made; 
the school teachers will have to wait 
until December, 1902 for the greater part 
of their money, and the indigent widows 
and many of the old soldiers will have to 
wait. 

Treasurer Park’s Answer. 


The following is the principal part of 
the answer of Treasurer Park:

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HEAVY FINE FOR 
HAULING FREIGHT 


Rapid Transit President Is Fined Fifty 
Dollars by Recorder. 


SOME POINTED PLEASANTRIES 


President Simmons Thought His 
Franchise, Protected Him—Point 
Raised on Ordinance Hav- 
ing No Penalty Attached. 
Fine Was Paid. 


Cc. J. Simmons, president of the Atlanta 
Rapid Transit Company, was fined $50.75 
in the recorder’s court yesterday after- 
noon on the charge of using the cars of 
his company to faul freight through the 
streets of the city. 

The case was a most interesting one, 
there being considerable byplay between 
Assistant City Attorney Hill and Presi- 
dent Simmons, who is a lawyer himself. 

W. O. McLeskey, who was in charge of 
the cars that did the hauling, was ar- 
raigned at the same time. The case 
against him was dismissed. 

The freight which the Rapid Transit 
Company hauled was a lot of rock which 
was taken from a quarry near the river. 
The company crushes the rock for its own 
use and also sells it to the city and to 
contractors engaged in house building. 
The cars could deliver the rock with lit- 
tle trouble. This competed with Venable 
Bros., who pay a license. 

The cases were made under section 1351, 
paragraph J. of the city code, which pro- 
hibits street car companies from hauling 
freight in the city limits. This ordinance 
was adopted on August 22, 1899, and on 
the same date the franchise of the Rapid 
Transit Company was granted. 

Thought Franchise a Protection. 

President Simmons took the 
that his franchise protected him from the 
operation of the ordinance, and also that 
there was no penalty attached to the .or- 
dinance, 

Attorney Hill, for the city, stated that 
the franciiise, and all street railroad fran- 
chises, were worded so as to make the 
railway companies subject to all the city 
laws. 

“As to a penalty not being attached to 
the ordinance,” said Attorney Hill, ‘‘that 
cuts no figure, for there is a general or- 
dinance fixing a penalty for any ordi- 
nance to which no penalty is specifically 
attached.”’ 

President Simmons read the general 
penalty ordinance, which said the penal- 
ty prescribed operated in any ordinance 
that ‘‘has been" passed.

The tyial of a case involving an inter- 
esting issue was concluded yesterday af- 
ternoon before Judge J. H. Lumpkin in 
the superior court, The plaintiff is J. W.

Both 
Lynch and Daniel are defendants in he 
case, At the time of the sale the property 
was held by Mrs. Millie E. McIntyre un- 
der a homestead. 

The property was sold while Mrs. Mc- 
Intyre .was in North Carolina and the 
case hinges on the question of whether 
she had made that state her home or had 
merely gone there on a visit. Under the 
Georgia law, removal from the state ter- 
minates a homestead and the defense 
claims that it had terminated in this in- 
stance, on the ground that Mrs. Mcin- 
tyre had made North Carolina her home. 

On the other hand, the plaintiffs con- 
tend that she had gone to North Carolina 
on a visit only and intended to return to 
Georgia; that as a result the sheriff's 
sale is void, Mrs. MelIntyre died in 1896.

His speech was printed in full 
in Monday’s issue of The Journal, Only 
portions of our speeches before the city 
council were published. Mr. Atkinson 
refer:ed so unfairly te us and to wht 
we said that we deem it but just to our- 
selves and to the public to re-present a 
porticn of those speeches in the nature 
of a reply to Mr. Atkinson, together with 
a few additional Sugg stiors. 

Mr. Atkinsag has urged that the com- 
penies for which he speaks now pay all 
the taxes they ought to pay, and that 
they are not in a condition to pay more.

MILITIA IN GOOD SHAPE. 

HIE showing made by the state troops 

this year is a good one. A roster of 
the militia has just been completed by In-

men in the state militia, which is an jn- 
crease of 591 over 1901.

THE SESSION COST OVER $400 


There May Be an Objection Raised 
to the Bill by Next Year’s 
Council. 


In order to arrive at the terms upon 

Which the street car system of Atlanta 
will be allowed to consolidate the city 
will have to pay a Dill which is now 
roughly estimated at between $450 and 
500. 

This expense was incurred during the 
Sessions of the committee of the whole. 
When the committee first met the ques- 
ition of a permanent secretary came up 
It was thought that a secretary would 
not be sufficient—that a stenographic re- 
port ought to be made of all speeches. 
The attorneys for Mr. Atkinson stated 
that they already had a stenographer 
employed, and if the city would share the 
expense they were willing to pay one- 
half of the total bill. This was agreed to. 

The regular charge for taking and 
transcribing speeches is 20 cents a hun- 
dred words. At this rate alone the city 
will have a stenographer’s bill of ap 
proximately $400. The salary of R. A. 
Bosche, who attended all meetings, was 
fixed at $50. On top of this will come the 
extra cost of lights and coal, which will 
be a considerable item. 

Several hold-over members of council 
have signified their intention of opposing 
the payment of the bill when it comes up 
to them.
